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Allowable Subject Matter 
1. Claims 1-14 and 16 are allowed. The following is a statement of reasons for the 
indication of allowable subject matter: 

a. As for claim 1 and all claims depending therefrom, the prior art of record fails to 
sufficiently describe or suggest a remote control system for a vehicle model having 
variable feature content, the system comprising a fob having a microphone for receiving 
audible commands and a receiver for positioning in a specific vehicle having features 
preselected from the variable content. The receiver comprises a processor and the 
processor is for determining if the preselected feature is compatible with the command. 
If the command is not compatible, the processor notifies the fob that the preselected 
features are not available based on incompatibility between the preselected features and 
the received command. 

b. As for claim 7, the prior art of record fails to sufficiently describe or suggest a 
method comprising: transmitting a command via a voice modulated RF signal to a 
specific vehicle having variable feature content; receiving and decoding the command, 
and notifying a user that a preselected feature is not available based on incompatibility 
between the preselected feature and the one command. 

c. As for claim 8 and all claims depending therefrom, the prior art of record fails to 
sufficiently describe or suggest a remote control system for a vehicle model having 
variable feature content, the system comprising a means for receiving an audible 
command and an RF transmitting means for sending and RF signal modulated in 
accordance with the audible command to a vehicle having features preselected from the 
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variable feature content, wherein the RF transmitting means is compatible with multiple 
vehicles having differing vehicle features. 

d. As for claim 16, the prior art of record fails to sufficiently describe or suggest a 
remote control system for a vehicle model having variable feature content, the system 
comprising a transmitter for positioning in the vehicle, said transmitter transmitting result 
information to a receiver located in a fob, the fob further comprising an output device 
connected to the receiver wherein the output device communicates the result information 
to a fob user, said result information comprising an indication that a requested function 
could not be executed and a reason the requested function could not be executed. 
These along with further limitations set forth by the claims render the application 

allowable over the prior art of record.
